Rumsfeld asks 
spending hike 
for defense

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Defense 
Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld said to­ 
day the United States must increase its 
defense spending because of threatening 
Soviet military advaiwes. 
In the Pentagon’s annual “ posture 
statement,” Rumsfeld defended Presi­ 
dent Ford’s request for an increase in 
military spending for 1977 to $100.1 
billion, which Ford says represenU a $7.8 
billion increase over 1976. 
Rumsfeld told the House Armed Ser­ 
vices Committee: 
“ As you consider this budget, you will 
inevitably consider the military environ­ 
ment, the state of our defenses, and the 
facts of the world situation, as I have 
done. The arithmetic is not encouraging; 
the facts are not kind, but the task is 
fundamental. 
“ The acquisition of a large and diver­ 
sified nuclear capability by the U.S.S.R. 
has had especially profound and nega­ 
tive a^>ects on U.S. security.” 
This includes increased numbers of 
large missiles, deployment of new, long- 
range ballistic missiles, mobile ICBMs, 
a new generation of long-range 
submarine-launched missiles and vastly 
increased accuracy. 
In respcMise, the Pentagon wants to 
spend about $15 billion on new initiatives 
of its own. including production of the B1 
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Lompoc's taxable sales up 
17% during third quarter 


Taxable sales in the City of Lompoc 
during the third quarter of 1975 were up 
slightly more than 17 per cent over a 
similar period of 1974, compared to only 
7.4 per cent statewide, it was learned to­ 
day. 


Gains in Lompoc were registered in 
all major categories except for “auto 
dealers and auto supplies,” which was 
down about seven per cent in 1975 from 
the same period of 1974. 


Taxable sales in California rose to 
$18.9 billion during the third quarter of 
1975, up 7.4 per cent from the $17.6 billion 
for the same period of 1974, according to 
State Board of Equalization member 
George R. Reilly. 


Despite expanded sales volume 
statewide, however, sales growth failed 
to match the 9.5 per cent increase in con- 


sumer prices, so that taxable sales were 
about two per cent lower than during 
1974’s third quarter. 'Die inflation sl­ 
ackened sOTnewhat, but in October it 
rose again into the double-digit range, 
computed on a 12-month basis. 


Basically sales during the third 
quarter were at $15,633,000 compared to 
the 1974 figure of $13,353,000. 


The 1975 third quarter figures in the 
various categories and their counter­ 
parts in 1974 are the following: apparel 
stores, sales of $621,000 up from $510,000; 
general merchandise stores, $2,918,000 
up from $1,731,000; drug stores, $386,000 
and no figure for 1974; food stores, 
$1,198,000 up from $1,087,000; packaged 
liquor stores, ^66,000 up from $509,000; 
eating and drinking places, $1,646,000 up 
from $1.392,000: home furnishings and 
Lompoc expands voting 
challenge from Alameda 


appliances, $947,000 up from $919,000; 
building materials and farm imple­ 
ments, $717,000 up from $499,000; auto 
dealers and auto supplies, $2,453,000 
down from $2,620,000; service stations, 
$1,612,000 up from $1,441,000; all other 
outlets, $1,493,000 up from $1,224,000. 
Personal income of Californians dur­ 
ing the third quarter was estimated at a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate of $138.9 
billion, up 8.7 per cent on a year-to-year 
basis. Purchasing power, however, was 
actually lower than a year earlier, 
because it was eroded by both hi^er 
prices and higher taxes as increasing in­ 
come moved taxpayers into higher tax 
brackets. 
Statewide, according to officials, con­ 
sumers were apparently holding off 
purchases as they await further price 
developments.

Road repair 
coming soon 


Long-awaited repairs of a sl- 
ipout area on Vandenberg Road 
w ill begin soon following 
verification of low bids by the 
California Department of Tran­ 
sportation. 
The damanged portion of S-20 
highway is located between two 
and three miles east of the main 
entrance to Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. 
The federal government had 
appropriated $100,000 toward the 
project, and the county had 
allocated $300,000 originally for 
the work. 
Seventeen bids were submitted 
on the repair work, with the con­ 
tract going to the low bidder, 
C.W.. Poss, Inc., of Huntington 
Beach. The bid was $178,324.60, 
well below the anticipated cost.

Not only has the City of Lompoc ac­ 
cepted the challenge of the City of 
Alameda to become “ The Votingest 
City” in the nation in 1976, it has issued a 
challenge of its own to the northern com­ 
munity. 
The Alameda challenge is to see which 
city can (1) have the highest percentage 
of increase in voter registration between 
Nov. 5,1974 and Nov. 5,1976; (2) achieve 
the highest percentage of increase in 
voter turnout between Nov. 5, 1974 and 
Nov. 5, 1976 and (3) achieve the highest 
percentage of voter turnout on Nov. 5,' 
1976. 


“ Why wait until November?” asked 
Mayor Art Scott today in returning the 
challenge to Alameda. “ We are ready to 
go in the June Primary, and we are 
challenging Alameda and any other city 
to compete in the same categories in the 
June 8 voting.” 


It was noted that the challenge for the 
primary could not be equitably done on a 
nationwide basis since not all states have 


primaries on the same date, but within 
California the challenge for the primary 
could apply to all communities. 
The competition can be carried on fair­ 
ly among all cities since it is based on 
percentages rather than actual numbers. 
All municipalities of 2,500 or more pop­ 
ulation were included in the Alameda 
challenge. 
“ The City of Lompw considers this an 
excellent way of helping to celebrate our 
nation’s bicentennial,” said Scott. “ ТЪе 
loss of more than 2,000 voters from the 
rolls for failure to go to the polls in 
November, 1974, is an indication of a 
deep problem of voter indifference that 
needs to be overcome. 
“ What better time than during the 
observance of our nation’s 200th anniver­ 
sary could there be to throw off the 
blanket of apathy that has settled on the 
electorate?” he asked. 
'The June primary is considered better 
timewise for launciiing the competition 
since it is closer to the actual anniver­ 
sary of the signing of the Declaration of 
Independence on July 4 than is the 
General Election in November.

The item of school closures was on the 
school board agenda, but it was unclear 
what action if any the board would take. 
One source close to the board said that 
the trustees would not close any school 
until appropriate public hearings. No 
public hearings have yet been held, 
althou0i Supt.

States must continue its shipbuilding ef­ 
forts to meet a growing Russian threat. 
That means more subm arines, 
maintenance of at least 13 aircraft 
carriers, and the building of new, 
sophisticated and expensive surface war­ 
ships. 
Pentagon sources said the posture 
statement was the product of Rumsfeld, 
not James R. Schlesinger, the man he 
replaced last November in a surprising 
shakeup. The Joint Chiefs had originally 
wanted $106 billion in spending, but set­ 
tled for the figure in the budget. 
Ford pleads for 
aid to Angolans 


WASHING’TON (UPI) - President 
Ford said today anti-Russian forces in 
Angola “ will be destroyed” unless they 
get western aid. 
In a letter to Speaker Carl Albert, Ford 
appealed for Congress to vote aid to the 
Angolans battling Soviet-backed Cuban 
forces. 
The President blamed past cwigres- 
sional refusal to approve aid for a Soviet 
tide of victory in the African nation. 
“ In the absence of effective Western 
assisUnce, the two largest political 
movements in the country will be 
destroyed by Soviet armaments and a 
Cuban expeditionary force,” he said in 
one of the strongest-worded letters he 
has sent to Congress. 
“The President feels strongly about 
this,” Press Secretary Ron Nessen told a 
White House briefing. 


'The House was voting Tuesday after­ 
noon on Ford’s request to send $28 
million in military aid to the anti-Soviet 
factions. 
William E. Shaufele, assistant 
secretary of state for African affairs, 
defended a proposed $28 million alloca­ 
tion for Angola, while more than 200 


House members Monday sponsored a 
resolution against any further aid. 
Ford said that between March and 
December of last year the Soviets and 
Havana poured $200 million in arms aid 
and have sent 10,000 Cuban troops into 
Angola. Tlie President said the United 
States then dispatched “ modest amounts 
of assistance” to the anti-Communist 
forces. 
“ The U.S. assistance, small as it was, 
began to reverse the tide and block the 
Soviet-backed effort to take over the 
country by force,” the President said. 
Then, he said, in September and October 
the Kremlin and Cuba “ massively es­ 
calated the conflict.” 
The President said his efforts to 
counter this — through a request for $28 
million in arms aid plus a diplomatic of­ 
fensive — has failed due to Congress. 
“ Unfortunately, this effort was sub­ 
stantially undermined by the vote of the 
Senate in December, 1975, to cut off U.S. 
assistance to Angola,” he said. 
T h e 
administration’s proposed 
$28 million allocation is included in a 
compromise bill to appropriate $112 
billion for the Defense Department this 
fiscal year.

SAN FRANaSCO (UPI) - Patricia 
Hearst went on trial today defended by a 
top criminal lawyer who will argue that 
fear of death at the hands of her Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army captors led her 
to take part in a $10,000 bank robbery. 
The trial in the court of U.S. District 
Judge Oliver J. Carter began with the 
questioning of prospective jury 
members.

Acknowledging that long preflight 
delays might discourage air travel and 
encourage bus or rail travel, particularly 
on trips of only a few hundred miles, 
McLucas said the FAA is concentrating 
its efforts on security measures primari­ 
ly for luggage going aboard planes, 
rather than just into terminal buildings. 


“ Nonetheless,” he said, “ you are 
stuck with procedures that slow planes 
significantly. The delays we have been 
talking about may take from one to three 
hours.” 


McLiKras said the FAA will start 
within a few months testing luggage X- 
ray devices at two or three U.S. airports.

Frost chills rumors that 
he'll seek higher office

County Supervisor Frank J. 
Frost of Santa Barbara, who 
has announced he will not seek 
a second term on the Board of 
Supervisors, denied rumors 
springing up in some quarters 
that he will run for Congress. 
In scotching that rumor, 
Frost made it clear he is 
returning “to my real profes­ 
sion, that of historian and 
teacher.” He is associate 
professor of history at UC Santa 
Barbara and has been on part- 
time work since his surprise 
election to the board four years 
ago. 
Frost’s decision to step down 
means there will be a record 
number of three new county 
supervisors to be elected this 
year, starting with the June 
Primary and following with any 
runoffs in November as are 
necessary. 


Earlier, Supervisor James M. 
Slater of Goleta Valley, a fellow 
limited-growth advocate, said 
he also will leave his super­ 
visorial seat in the Third 
District at the end of this year, 
He will campaign for a Santa 
Barbara 
Municipal Court 
judgeship in the June election. 
Frost is seen as giving sup­ 
port to First District supervisor 
candidate Leo Martinez, a 
Santa Barbara city councilman 
and a plasterers’ union official. 
Earlier, it was felt he would 
back the candidacy of Mrs. 
Robert Looker of Carpinteria 
Valley, his appointee on the 
County Planning Commission. 
But Frost said he learned she 
was not a candidate. 
The first of three supervisor 
incumbents to announce he isn’t 
running again this year was 
veteran Supervisor Francis H. 
Beattie of Lompoc. He is retir­ 


ing after 12 years in county 
harness 
That leaves Supervisors 
Harrell Fletcher, of Santa 
Maria, and Robert E. Kallman, 
Santa Barbara, as the lone 
holdovers on the five-member 
board. They are midway in 
four-year terms. 
Frost in a statement Friday 
said will be leaving county of­ 
fice this year with the realiza­ 
tion of attaining “some of my 
campaign goals of resisting 
growth and development.” 
“Under no conceivable condi­ 
tions will I seek any other of­ 
fice, despite current rumors," 
he declared. 
Asked about high points in his 
political career, Frost said he 
felt one high point was reached 
when he "voted five separate 
times against raising my own 
salary" over the past three 
years.

Local JW congregations 


protest Africa terrorism 


Members of the Jehovah’s 
Witnesses congregations in the 
Lompoc Valley are joining 
others across the nation in 
writing letters of protest 
against what they are terming a 
“wave of terror" against their 
sect in Africa. 
Gilbert Herrera, presiding 
elder of the east side congrega­ 
tion, and Richard Siemsen, 
presiding elder of the west side 
congregation, have been asking 
local Witnesses to write to of­ 
ficials of the government of 
Malawi to urge an end to the 
reported atrocities against 
their fellow members. 
R e p o r t s r e a c h i n g the 
J e h o v a h ’s 
Wi tne ss 
headquarters in New York state 
that more than 34,000 Witnesses 
who fled Malawi to Mozam­ 
bique to escape religious 
persecution now have been 
forced to return and are ex­ 
p e r i e n c i n g 
’’brutal 
persecution.” 
The persecution, the reports 
state, includes beatings, rape 
and detention in prison under 
unhuman conditions. 
The reason for the persecu­ 


tion, according to the reports, is 
that members of the Jehovah’s 
Witnesses refuse, because of 
their beliefs, to join the single 
political party in Malawi. They 
could buy a party card, con­ 
sidered the badge of allegiance 
to the party, for 37 cents. 
“We believe in obeying laws 
of any government, whether it 
is in the West, in Africa or 
behind the Iron Curtain, so long 
as it doesn’t interfere with our 
right to serve God’s kingdom," 
a spokesman for the JWs says, 
“but we don’t join any political 
party anywhere or give 
obeisance to any image. " 
To the Witnesses, to salute a 
flag violates the biblical com­ 
mandment against bowing to an 
image and to make commit­ 
ments to a political party tends 
to make it, rather than God, an 
instrument of salvation. 
Because of their stand, the 
Witnesses in Malawi have been 
forced from their homes and, 
since no one will accept them, 
must wander in the cities by 
day, sleeping in the forests by 
night. 
The letters the local con­ 


gregations are writing ask 
Malawi President Kamazu 
Banda, a Presbyterian, to 
restrain the assaults and to 
allow the Witnesses to return to 
their homes without harass­ 
ment for their beliefs.

UNITED NATIONS. N Y 
<UPU - The United States has 
cast its 13th veto in U N history 
to block a resolution calling for 
establishment of an indepen­ 
dent Palestinian state and 
Israeli withdrawal from all oc­ 
cupied Arab territory 
The vote was 9-1 Monday 
night in favor of the resolution 
Britain. Italy and Sweden ab­ 
stained and China and Libya 
refused to take part in the vote

Ambassador Daniel 
Movnihan told the Council he 
vetoed the resolution because 
the negotiating framework of 
the Geneva Middle East peace 
conference established under 
previous U N. resolutions 
"would have been altered in 
ways that would have been 
seriously harmful to the future 
of the peace-making process." 
He said the veto was based 
not on antipathy to the aspira­ 
tions of the Palestinians, but on 


the conviction that passage 
would not better their condition 
"nor be the most effective way 
of addressing the long 
neglected problem of their 
future in the context of an 
overall settlement 
In Washington, the State 
Department said “ there would 
be no chance of further 
progress if this negotiating 
framework, painfully erected 
over years of trial and error, 
were not left intact." 
The two-week debate on the 
Middle East brought a tactical 
victory to the Arabs in gaining 
recognition for the Palestine 
Liberation Organization as a 
major political factor in the 
Middle East

LUSAKA. Zambia (UPI) -

The sources said in Lusaka 
that Jonas Savimbi. president 
of the National Union for the 
Total Independence of Angola, 
moved his headquarters 100 
miles east to Silva Porto as a 
precautionary measure. 
News reports said the Cuban- 
led army of the Popular Move­ 
ment for the Liberation of 
Angola was driving south about 
50 miles from Huambo. TYiey 
were reported backed by a 
column of tanks. 
A National Union spokesman 
said in Lusaka all Western jour­ 
nalists in southern Angola 
would be sent to Lusaka and no 
reporters would be allowed into 
the battle area. 
Savimbi said Monday his 
troops would “ fight to the 
death" to hold Huambo despite 
the withdrawal of South African 
support. 
Savimbi said If h ti Titte 
collapsed he would lead his men 
into the bush and wage a 
guerrilla war, using tactics 
learned in a decade of fighting 
against the Portuguese colonial 
army. 
His lightly-armed soldiers, 
entrenched north of Huambo, 
face heavily-equipped Popular 
Movement troops commanded 
by Cuban regulars and support­ 
ed by Soviet T-54 tanks, mis­ 


siles and air cover from three 
Russian Mig-21 jet fighters. 
The National Union spokes­ 
man said South Africa had 
withdrawn about 1.200 troops 
from the pro-Western forces’ 
southern front because the 
National Union failed to meet 
“ certain obligations" requested 
by the Pretoria government. 
He did not elaborate, but said 
South Africa had asked the 
National Union to denounce a 
militant movement trying to 
wrest Namibia (South West 
Africa) from South African con­ 
trol.

in Lebanon 
BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) - 
With Beirut streets clear of 
gunmen, Christian and Moslem 
forces were pulling out of cap­ 
tured territory in the Lebanese 
countryside today in the final 
stage of a Syrian-mediated 
cease-fire. 
Lebanese -security forces and 
troops of the Palestine Libera­ 
tion Army moved along the 
recently opened highways as 
militiamen drifted away from 
battle zones — kindling hopes 
that nearly 10 months of civil 
war may finally be over. 
The pullout of troops from 
captured territory opens the 
way for talks on a political set­ 
tlement to end the civil war 
that has killed 10,000 people.

UFO experts differ on cause 
of phenomena in eastern N.M. 


CLOVIS. N.M. (UPI) - One 
investigator thinks there’s va­ 
lidity to the recent reports of 
unidentified flying objects over 
eastern New Mexico. But two 
other investigators say the 
sightings are merely the result 
of natural phenomena viewed 
through overactive imagina­ 
tions. 
The UFO reports began last 
Wednesday night and numerous 
reports were received for four 
successive nights. By the 
weekend, when UFO observers 
from across the nation had con­ 
verged on the area, cloud cover 
te m p o ra rily halted the 
sightings. 
But the clouds began clearing 
Monday night and the reports of 
UFOs began anew. 
At least two UFO sightings 
were reportedly called into the 
police station Monday night, 
but police refused to confirm 
the reports or give details about 
them. 
“ I have orders from our chief 
to make no more statements at 
all (about the alleged UFOs).” 


said a dispatcher. 
One investigator who came to 
Clovis to check on the reports 
said Monday he believed the 
alleged UFOs were scout ships 
from outer space. 
James Eppes of Valley 
Center, Calif., a member of the 
UFO Education Center, said he 
was convinced of the validity of 
the sightings by two persons 
who told him they saw a scout 
craft board a mother ship 
"The gentleman saw some­ 
thing skim over very fast at 
tree-top level, fairly large, 
about two blocks ahead of 
him,” Eppes said. “ It ac­ 
celerated fast and rose rapidly 
to about the height of the Hotel 
Clovis.” 
Later the same man “ saw not 
only the previous object but an 
object about twice as big," he 
said. “ The smaller object went 
into the bigger object as though 
it were swallowed up. From the 
information we have it looks as 
though the craft they sighted 
was a scout craft about 33 feet 
in diameter." 


But two other investigators - 
Dr John L. Warren of Los 
Alamos and Tommy Blann of 
Waco. Tex. - said they weren’t 
convinced 
Blann. director of the Texas 
UFO Study Group, said he 
believed the sightings were 
caused by natural phenomena. 
“ What the reports turned out 
to be was nothing more than the 
effects of a temperature inver­ 
sion on planets and stars,” said 
Blann. who went to Clovis last 
week to investigate the reports. 
He said a photograph of a 
cigar-shaped object proved to 
be a time-lapse picture of the 
planet Venus while a scored 
area on the ground reported to 
have been caused by UFOs was 
actually the result of children 
playing with fireworks. 
“ From all data we have found 
we feel these sightings in the 
Clovis area were nothing more 
than the misidentification of 
natural phenomena and in fact 
have gotten out of hand,” said 
Blann. 


Siamese 
twins are 
separated 


WICHITA. Kan 
(UPI) - 
Millie and Ann Marie Cates 
were bom Siamese twins — 
joined at the abdomen and shar­ 
ing a common liver. 
A team of 11 doctors succes­ 
sfully separated the two-month- 
old girls in a three-hour opera­ 
tion Monday. 
The doctors said Monday 
night the babies were in good 
condition and might be able to 
go home within a week to 10 
days. 
The surgery was only the 20th 
successful operation to detach 
Siamese twins in history, said 
Dr. Robert M. Filler, a thoracic 
surgeon from Children’s Hospi­ 
tal in Boston, who headed the 
team. 
"These twins face at the mo­ 
ment the usual problems that 
anyone would face following an 
abdominal operation,” Filler 
said. “That means that food is 
withheld for the next 24 to 48 
hours. They have intravenous 
fluids.” 
The babies shared a liver for 
about two inches. The rest of 
the attachment was at the ab­ 
domen Each was left with part 
of a liver expected to grow to 
normal size. 
“ If all goes well, as we an­ 
ticipate, their abdominal walls 
will heal very rapidly and in a 
very short period of time they 
could be ready to leave the 
hospital,” Filler said. 
Filler said the babies weighed 
8 pounds, 74 ounces after 
separation and were both 
awake before being returned to 
the hospital nursery.

It followed a statement by the 
Algerian-backed Polisario 
Front saying Moroccan armed 
forces have unleashed a "brutal 
offensive“ against areas of 
former Spanish Sahara held by 
nationalist guerrillas. 
The Polisario Front, the 
Algerian-backed 
movement 
combatting Morocco’s and 
Mauritania’s takeover of the 
territory, said in a statement 
the situation in the area had 
reached a “ stage of extreme 
gravity.”

Antibusing forces urge 
continuation of boycott 


DETROIT (UPI) - Antibus­ 
ing leaders called for continua­ 
tion of a “yellow flu” boycott of 
Detroit schools today on the se­ 
cond day of a desegregation 
plan involving about one of 
every eight students in the city. 
The “yellow flu” refers to the 
color of 250 new buses used for 
busing 21,853 students — 60 per 
cent of them black. 
'Hie first day of the desegre­ 
gation plan — which includes 
widespread busing — passed 
calmly Monday. But about only 
about two-thirds of the city’s 
elementary school students 
were in class. 
“ A boycott of classes will 
show our feelings toward forced 
busing,” said Mrs. Carmen 
Roberts, president of Mothers 


Alert Detroit, oldest and 
largest of several antibusing 
groups. 
Mrs. Roberts lives in 
northeastern Detroit, where 
more than one-half of all 
elementary school students 
boycotted classes Monday. 
Detroit has 247,000 students, 
but only about 60,000 are in­ 
volved in the plan and only 
27,524 actually are going to new 
schools as part of the court 
order. The rest are moving 
because of a grade reorganiza­ 
tion. 
A second phase of the 
program starting today in­ 
volved middle and high schools, 
but with thousands fewer stu­ 
dents traveling by bus and foot 
to new schools.

refusing to pay higher 


malpractice premiums

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Most physicians in the Southern 
California area hit by a doctors’ 
strike are refusing to pay the 
higher insurance premiums 
that set off the walkout and face 
the loss of their malpractice 
coverage Wednesday. 
With less than 48 hours to the 
deadline, surveys showed eight 
out of 10 doctors had refused to 
pay the 327 per cent premium 
increase that is Uie target of the 
27-day-old strike. 
Gov 
Edmund G. Brown 
reportedly had virtually given 
up on a solution to the crisis, 
and a leader of the strike move­ 
ment predicted it could spread 
to Northern California next 
week 
The Travelers Insurance Co. 
has warned that Southern 
California doctors who do not 
make the first quarterly pay­ 
ment at the higher rates by 
midnight Wednesday will lose 
their coverage for the year. 
At last count, only 900 physi­ 
cians in Los Angeles County had 
paid up Another 1,350 signed 
with two doctor-owned in- 


surance cooperatives — formed 
in response to the malpractice 
crisis — leaving more than 
7,000 of the county’s 9,500 doc­ 
tors close to losing their 
malpractice coverage. 
The strike covers a siX4iounty 
area with 11 million inhabitants 
from Santa Barbara to the Mex­ 
ico border. Dr. Sanford Marcus, 
head of the Union of American 
Physicians, one of the groups 
supporting the strike, said in 
San Francisco Monday that 
malpractice insurance pay­ 
ments come due in Northern 
California on Saturday, warn­ 
ing that physicians there may 
join the strike rather than pay. 
“There is widespread indica­ 
tion, especially among surgical 
specialists, that they simply 
cannot go on paying higher 
premiums... and that there will 
be substantial curtailment of 
physicians’ services effective 
Jan. 31,’’ he said. 


The Los Angeles Times 
reported from Sacramento that 
the governor’s chief negotiator 
in the crisis. Deputy Health and 


Welfare Secretary Robert 
Gnaisda, had abandoned earlier 
administration proposals and 
urged physicians to find their 
own soluUon. 


“It appears now the medical 
profession is so divided that no 
state solution would be accepta­ 
ble to a majority of doctors, 
legislators and the public,’’ 
Gnaixda told the newspaper. 


Brown, who met with doctors 
Sunday, said he was worried 
that meeting the demands of 
the doctors for state help would 
create a multi-billion-dollar 
obligation Ml the government 
“that could come badt to haunt 


US’’ and urged the doctors to 
form their own insurance cmn- 
panies. 


About 3,000 general practi­ 
tioners joined the strike for two 
days last week to support the 
specialists who have carried 
most of the action. Surveys 
showed that although most of 
them reopened their offices 
Monday, many plan to close 
down again Thursday, after the 
insurance company’s deadline.

U.S. in crop output 


$65 across-the-board pay hike 


for state employes hit by Post 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.’s 
proposed flat |65-a-month pay 
raise for every state employe, 
no matter how big or small Uie 
salary, ran into “serious dis­ 
agreement” from Legislative 
Analyst A. Alan Post. 
The nonpartisan fiscal ex­ 
pert, speaking Monday in his 
first public critique of Brown’s 
proposed $12.6 billion budget, 
also voiced doubts about other 
major initiatives of the gover­ 
nor. 
Post told the Senate Finance 
C om m ittee th a t B row n’s 
revoluticMiary call to give vir­ 
tually every state government 
worker an equal $66-a-month 
raise, instead of the traditicmal 
percentage increase that means 
more money for higher salaried 
employes, was “not effective 


public policy.” 
“We have some serious dis­ 
agreement,” he declared. 
Post did not elaborate, but 
promised “lots of recommenda­ 
tions” when his detailed budget 
analysis is completed late next 
week. 'The budget takes effect 
July 1 for the 1976-77 fiscal 
year. 
Brown offered the |65 raises, 
equivalent overall to an aver­ 
age 6.5 per cent pay increase, 
as the “fairest way to give the 
vast majority of state employes 
equitable relief from inflation.” 
The state Personnel Board has 
called for traditional percent­ 
age raises averaging 9.7 per 
cent. 
Post also questioned the 
prudence of Brown’s two major 
initiatives in educatim. Ihe 
proposals call for an increase 


from $15 million to |2S million 
for the Educational Opportuni­ 
ties Program, which helps 
needy college students, and a 
boost fitrni K0 million to $96 
million for the Early Childhood 
Education Program. 
Noting that financial aid for 
college students has increased 
substantially in recent years. 
Post said Brown’s propo^ ex­ 
pansion “may truthfully ex­ 
ceed both the capacity and 
needs of the higher education 
instituti(His.” 
Regarding the Early Child­ 
hood Education Program, Post 
repeated his previous “reserva­ 
tions about any tangiMe bene­ 
fits” and wondered if the 
legislature should postpone 
Brown’s increase until an in­ 
dependent $200,000 study of the 
program is completed Nov. 1. 


Living costs expected to rise this 


year but at slower pace than in 7 5 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Americans will pay higher 
prices this year, but the cost of 
living probably won’t rise as 
fast as last year. Many still will 
find it hard to get a job, Init 
maybe not as hard as last year. 
Those are the predictions of 
the Council of Econwnic Ad­ 
visers contained in the report 
President Ford sent Congress 
Monday. 
In signing it. Ford predicted 
more jobs and lower consumer 
p rices, though the rep o rt 


warned repeatedly that at­ 
tempts to overstimulate ^ e 
economy through excessive 
federal sp«iding wtnild bring 
greater inflation and possiMy 
more unemployment. 
Here, in summary, are swne 
of the council’s predictions for 
1976: 
— The inflation rate should be 
about 6 per cent, compared 
with 7.3 per cent in 1975. 
— The unemployment rate

The report also predicted 
federal government purchases 
will grow 1 per cent and state 
and local government pur­ 
chases by 2 to 3 per cent. 
The council said state and 
local governments will not need 
unduly high tax increases in the 
next two years. But officials of 
the National League of Cities, 
the U.S. Conference of Mayors 
and the National Association of 
Counties said in separate state­ 
ments the Ford budget proposal 
will cause higher local taxes. 
John Gunther, executive di­ 
rects of the mayor’s conferen­ 
ce, said the 1977 budget cuts 
about $500 million in assistance 
to state and local governments 
from fiscal 1976 estimates. 
Aidced how much more the 
cities need to avoid a shortfall, 
Gunther replied: “We’re talk­ 
ing in the area of about $8 
billion.” 
“A few years ago we were 
talking about museums,” 
Gunther added. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
California led the nation last 
year in crop production, hitting 
a record high 51.1 million tons, 
and cash farm income, totaling 
an estimated $8.5 billion. 
The Department of Food and 
Agriculture Monday said Uie 
cash receipts declined by two 
per cent from 1974 because of 
lower prices paid to California 
producers. However, California 
still topped the nation in farm 
income for the 28tii consecutive 
year. 
The crop production total was 
13 per cent above 1974, the 
previous 
record 
year. 
Vegetable productiwi increased 
12 per cent during 1974 and field 
crop production jumped 13 per 
cent, both reaching record 
totals, the department said. 
“The prospects for continued 
strong domestic and foreign de­ 
mand for farm products appear 
likely for 1976,” said Depart­ 
ment Director L.T. Wallace. 
“A decrease in net income is 
expected as farmers’ produc­ 
tion costs are expected to rise 
faster than gross income.” 
The department said total 
acreage for vegetable crops 
harvested was a record 909,320 
acres, up six per cent from 


Senate votes 


retirement 


pay increase 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Hie 
Senate has voted to provide a 1 
per cent cost-of-living increase 
in teachers’ retirement benefits 
beginning next year at an an­ 
nual cost of $56 millimi. 
The measure (SB388) by Sen. 
Donald Grunsky, R-Aptos, was 
approved Monday on a 27-2 vote 
and sent to the Assembly. 
Grunsky said the bill was 
designed to help ease an “ex­ 
treme inequity” for retired 
teadiers who haven’t been able 
to meet the soaring cost of liv­ 
ing with only a 2 per cent in­ 
crease each year. 
Under the bill, the state 
would a(q;)ropriate $27.8 million 
for the 1976-’77 fiscal year to 
pay for the increased benefits 
of persons who had retired 
before July 1,1972 and to reim­ 
burse local districts, which 
finance the retirement fund, for 
increased contribution rates. 
It would also appropriate 
$15.6 million each year for 26 
years beginning July 1, 1977 to 
meet increased benefits for 
teachers who retired before the 
1972 cutoff date. 
Legislative Analyst A. Alan 
Post said the annual cost would 
be 166 million dollars.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
dwindling amount of domestic 
crude oil refined in California 
will result in a huge 83 per cent 
increase in imports from Arab 
countries by July, according to 
the state Energy Commis­ 
sion 
In a report projecting energy 
resources and needs based on 
1975 figures, the commission 
Monday said total oil imports to 
California from all foreign 
sources will increase by 25 per 
cent 
"A lthough 
C a lifo rn ia ’s 
energy needs will be met 
through June 1976. dependence 
on foreign oil is greater than 
during the oil embargo of two 
years ago and the need to 
develop a lte rn a te energy 
sources and to conserve energy 
is greater than ever before,” it 
said. 
The projections, based on ac­ 
tual figures from October. 1974 
through June, 1975, showed 
California's dependence upon 
oil from Arab members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries, would in­ 
crease 83 per cent by the end of 
June. 1976 
The projections showed Cali­ 
fornia refineries will receive 
approximately 25 per cent more 
domestic oil than foreign in 
June By contrast, in June of 
1975 refineries received more 
than twice as much domestic 
oil as foreign 
The report said despite the 
declining supply of domestic 
oil. prices will increase and oil 
production in California will in­ 
crease 1 per cent by June. 
This is a reversal of annual 
oil production decrease of 3 per 
cent in past years. But the 


report added California will 
need to import more low sulfur 
oil because of increased de­ 
mand 
The projectimts also showed 
natural gas supplies are declin­ 
ing about 9 per cent a year By 
July of 1976 “ interruptible” 
customers, such as factories, 
will have received only 45 per 
cent of what they received a 
year ago. but there will be no 


decrease in residential custom 
er supplies 
“The decline is 
greatest from the interstate 
market.” the reprirt said 
It said that because (’ati- 
fornia refineries are heavy 
users of natural gas and come 
under the interruptible catego­ 
ry. they “will use .37 per cent 
more low sulfur fuel oil” during 
the nine-month period covered 
by the projections

ful in their efforts to block the 
appropriation for the ALRB, 
then we will place our own farm 
labor initiative on the 1976 
ballot.” Chavez said 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
federal government has ac­ 
cused the state in a lawsuit of 
failing to pay the minimum 
hourly wage to patients who 
work in the 11 state mental 
hospitals 
If successful, the long- 
expected suit could cost Cali­ 
fornia $6 3 million this year in 
current and back wages, es­ 
timated Health and Welfare 
Secretary Mario Obledo who 
previously announced the state 
would f l^ t it. 
Filed Monday by the Labor 
Department in U.S. District 
Court, the suit sought to enjoin 
the state for what it said were 
violatimis of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act. It also sought 
retroactive wages — and in­ 
terest — for the working 
patients dating back to Decem­ 
ber of 1974. 
The suit was based on a 1973 
federal court decision which 
held that working patients were 
entitled to the same wage 
protections of the act as those 
enjoyed by regular private and 
public hospital employes. 
In anticipation of the suit, the 
state Department of Health last 
fall suspended work therapy 
programs for 3,550 patients “ in 
order to minimize the potential 
costs to the taxpayers of 
California should the federal 
government prevail.” 
Under the programs, certain 
patients for years have per­ 
formed hospital tasks approved 
by doctors as part of their 


therapy and rehabilitation 
“E v en th o se 
p e rso n 


are performing chores at the 
hospitals, they are not em ­ 
ployes of the hospitals, they are 
patients.” Obledo said in an 
angry letter to the Labor 
Department last month 
He said if the state complied, 
those patients could become 
“ part of the civil service 
system” and become subject to 
hiring and firing rules, promo­ 
tion. transfer and could be en­ 
titled to paid holidays, vacation 
and conceivably could join 
employe collective bargaining 
organizations

Freddie Lynn is one ballplayer I don’t think will fall victim 
to the sophomore jinx. 
Not that Boston's 23-year-old MVP and Rookie of the Year 
is exem pt o r anvthing like that but he seems too smart to 


fall into the same kind of trap so many others do coming off 
an unusually fine freshman year. 
Many of those who have good rookie seasons automatically 
feel they have it made and spend that first winter taking 
bows, enjoying second helpings and sitting on their laurels. 
Not Lynn. He works out every day near his home in El 
Monte, Calif., and when he’s finished, he doesn’t sit home 
worrying about this year’s contract. 
Since he had a better year than anybody else, and since

After 15 years, 
Fran's finally 
getting credit

MINNEAPOUS - (NEA) - 
The ultimate has been reached 
in the long, sometimes arduous 
football career of Francis A. 
Tarfcenton. He was announced 
today as the winner of the 1975 
Jim Thorpe Memorial Trophy, 
symbolic of Uie most valuable 
player in the National Football 
League. 
It was the logical conclusion 
to an historic season, the 15th in 
the NFL for the sprightly 35- 
year-old quarterback of the 
Minnesota Vikings. 
For it was in 1975 that he 
became the most prolific pas­ 
ser of touchdowns ever, achiev­ 
ing a total of 291. And it was in 
*75 that he ran his total of pass 
completions to 2,931 for ano№er 
all-time record. Both eclipse 
the marks of a former Jim 
Thorpe Trophy recipient, the 
great John Unitas. 
This was the most productive 
year in Tarkenton's tenure with 
the Vikings as he completed a 
career high of 273 with a 
remarkable completion percen­ 
tage of M.2, and 25 scoring 
throws. 
But the figures don’t tell it 
all. They merely reinforce his 
credentials as a brilliant passer 
— a tribute that was a long time 
coming. Francis is also a 
brilliant leader, a man who has 
the faculty of finding a 
weakness in a defense, who can 
get the guys to respond to him, 
who practices on-the-field psy­ 
chology. 
In a tight game against Green 
Bay, Taitenton surveyed the 
field as the Vikings dragged 
themselves back to the offen­ 
sive huddle. Francis broke up, 
giggling. 
’’What the hell,” asked Mick 
Tii^lhoff, the center who flrst 
started mapinng the ball to 
Fran in 1962, ’’are you laughing 
about?” 
Still cackling, Tarkenton held 
up a finger a^ pointed to the 
other si^ of the line of scrim­ 
mage: ’’Look over Uiere.” 
llie Packers were leaning 
over in their defensive huddle. 
Squarely in Taitenton’s line of 
vision was the broad beam of 
tackle Mike McCoy. 
’’Did you ever,” giggled 
Tarkenton, ’’see a butt as wide 
as that?” 
The ludicrous observation 
broke up the grimy Vikings, 
too. They wheeled up to the line 
of scrimmage, laughing and 
relaxed, and scored on the next 
play. 
The selection of Tarkenton 
for the singular honor was 
made 
for 
Newspaper 
Enterprise Association, which 
inaugurated the tro(^y in 1955, 
by a poll of the team captains, 
player representatives and 
coaches of the 26 teams in the 
NFL. 
The only other player with an 
appreciable number of first 
place votes was O.J. Simpson, 
the falMilous running back of the 
Buffalo Bills, who received the 


trophy for his exploits in 1973. 
Tarkent(xi’s teammate, running 
back Chuck Foreman, finished 
third in the tabulation. 
Last year’s winner of the 


Thorpe Trophy was also a 
quarterback, Ken Stabler of the 
Oiddand Raiders.

But for moet 
fishermen and boat owners, the 
season is under way. 
Fcr them the season starts 
out by a comfrfete overhaul of 
tackle, boat, and mind. The 
fever has already hit ^ip Sato 
at San Luis Sportfishing. Skip 
has overhauled both of his party 
boats and promises to offer the 
same excellent service as in 
past years. 
Skip is in big company. John 
Wilson, who owns the other 
party boat running out of Avila, 
the ’’A.B.C.,” Is currently hav­ 
ing the engines rebuilt and 
hopes to launch the boat this 
w^end for a trial run. Reser­ 
vations are still being made at 
Frenches Tackle Store in Avila 
Beach. 
The fever is not by any means 
restricted to the north however. 
The ’’Hornet” and the ’’Cor­ 
sair,” which operate out of 
Santa Barbara’s Sea Landing, 
have both been in dry dock the 
last two months and both will 
be ready to go by the magic 
date. 
Now that the pressure on 
rockfishing has subsided 
somewhat, it seems that the 
fishing is better now than it 
ever was. The bigger boats 
from Avila are traveling to 
Point Sal and loading up on 
limits of large ling cod. 
Sea Landing reports even bet­ 
ter results. With only an all-day 
boat going out currently, they 
have limited every day this 
month. The weekend count was 
52 passengers, 1,061 rockfish, 26 
ling cod, and 19 cow cod. 


Lake Lopez received the last 
of its scheduled plants and the 
lake has really taken a beating 
over the past week. Limits on 
trout were abundant, with the 
shore fishermen having most of 
the luck. But Saturday the 
fishing cooled off as suddenly as 
it has turned on. By Sunday the 
weekend crowd was back to 
playing horseshoes and swimm­ 
ing. 
The two small lakes. Laguna 
and Atascadero, were both 
well-stocked. 
If a ll the anglers who 
patronize Lopez were to write 
to the Director of Fish and 
Game in Sacramento, there 
might be an impro^ment in the 
department’s attitude toward 
Lopez, especially considering 
the thousands of dollars worth 
of fishing licenses sold there an­ 
nually. 
Crappie have been taken in 
Lopez, mostly around the 
Iridge. Check with Dave at the 
Marina as to the best spots. He 
has a chart, made using a fish- 
finder, that really shows where 
the fish are schooling. 
A word of warning — don’t 
forget to get a '76 fishing 
license. It can be an expensive 
oversight. 


The Department of Fish and 
Game recommended to the 
State Legislature this week that 
the moratorium on sport 
hunting of mountain lions be ex­ 
tended for another year while 
the DFG finalizes a manage­ 
ment plan for the cougar. 
Also recommended in the 
department’s report on its four- 
and-a-half-year study of the lion 
in California are retention ot 
Fish and Game Code sections 
permitting the killing of 
depredating lions under a per­ 
mit system and the pursuit of 
lions without taking or injuring 
them. 
The legislature established 
the moratorium in 1971 and 
directed the DFG to study lion 
populations to ’’ascertain the 
quantity of mountain lions in 
the state and to determine the 
best methods of providing 
sound management of this 
resource.” 
After the statewide survey 
was completed three years ago, 
the DFG tentatively estimated 
the state’s cougar population at 
ap{Ht)ximately 2,400 animals. 
On the basis of its study, the 
DFG states it is ’’apparent that 
the status of the nHHintain lion 
is good and that they are not 
threatened with exUncUon.” 


The Department of Fish and 
Game has ordered a halt to 
commercial andiovy fishing in 
Southern California waters at 5 
p.m. on Jan. 19.

Brown's pay plan 


Governor Brown has dis­ 
played a stick-to-it attitude 
that draws the ire of many. 


Last year, the governor 
wanted to give all state 
employes the same dollar 
amount in cost-of-living salary 
increases instead of awarding 
them on the traditional 
percentage basis. His reason­ 
ing was basically logical. The 
across-the-board 
percentage 
pay hike inevitably gave the 
highest salaried employes sub­ 
stantial raises while a percen­ 
tage raise amounted to a token 
gesture for those at the lower 
levels of the salary schedule. 


The Legislature turned the 
proposal down. 
But the governor comes 
back this year, proposing a 
flat $65 a month cost-of-living 
increase for all state workers 
“ from judges to janitors.” 
We believe that as a tem­ 
porary measure, the proposal 
makes 
sense. 
As 
the 
Sacramento Bee newspaper 
pointed out: “ ...if inflation is 
the problem, and we are con­ 


sidering only the rising cost of 
living, not on-the-job respon­ 
sibility, then we are talking 
about paying for gasoline, 
groceries, clothing and the 
like. Since these costs are ris­ 
ing at the same rate for 
everyone, there is logic in the 
proposal to give all employes 
the same dollar amount as a 
cost-of-living increase.” 
As a permanent solution, 
however, we do not agree. To 
say that everyone is equal 
every year regardless of 
qualifications, skill and job 
responsibility would have dire 
consequences for the quality 
of state government. It would 
be difficult to secure high 
caliber, highly trained and 
highly motivated employes to 
fill the most responsible jobs if 
upper level jobs are held down 
year after year. 
But money is short and we 
concur that the state cannot 
afford to pay the usual pay in­ 
creases. 
Perhaps the Legislature will 
go along this year, this one 
year. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Mexico's election 


MEXICO CITY - This country is 
holding an election, too. and the result of 
the vote on July 4 is as certain as 
anything can be in politics. 
Campaigning seven days a week from 
early morning until late at night. Jose 
Lopez Portilla will be — short of some 
wholly unforseen accident — the next 
president 
of 
America’s neighbor to 
the South. 
Given the problems 
besetting the two 
neighbors — drugs and 
illegal aliens being the 
most conspicuous — 
that is a matter of 
great concern for peo­ 
ples on both sides of 
the border. 
The 
one-party 
system , with the 
dominance of Lopez 
Portilla’s Independent Revolutionary 
Party (which, say the cynics, is neither 
revolutionary nor independent), 
guarantees his election. 
It is in no sense a referendum on the 
policies of President Luis Echeverria 
whose six-year term ends in December. 
Under the Mexican constitution, the 
president may hold one six-year term. 
In fact, Lopez Portilla backs many of 
the Echeverria policies, including land 
reform, although he is generally 
regarded as more conservative than the 
outgoing President. 
Large, bluff, hearty, Lopez Portilla is 
an appealing campaigner whether in for­ 
mal meetings or with outdoor village 
crowds. 
But if the outcome is so certain, why 
go through the costly, exhausting time- 
consuming process? 
I put this question to Lopez Portilla as 
we rode together in his official campaign 
bus. a marvel of luxury and convenience, 
following a lengthy breakfast meeting 
with Spanish Republicans who formed an 
organization in exile following the 
triumph of Francisco Franco in Spain in 
1939 This was the candidate’s answer: 
“ I want to look into the hearts and 
mind of my people I want to come to 
know them better and I want them to 
know me better That is why I’m travel­ 
ing to every part of the country, and why 
I will continue to do so until just before 
the voters go to the polls.” 
Lopez Portilla’s experience in politics 
has been limited, his choice as candidate 
by the party and Echeverria was unex­ 
pected He was for three years Minister 
of Finance in the Echeverria cabinet and 
before that Undersecretary of Finance. 
As he showed in his address to the 
Spanish Republicans, his background is 
more nearly academic and philosophic. 
“ I offer you my loyalty,” he told the 
Spanish Republicans, many of them ex-

iles of 20 and 25 years who have become 
teachers and intellectual leaders in the 
country of their adoption. 
He went on to say that it is painful not 
to have formal relations with Spain. But 
the cost, he continued, will insure the 
solidarity of our peoples. Tliis comment 
was followed by fierce applause. There 
were tears in the eyes of many of the 
older men and women in the audience. 
Nothing could have underscored so 
dramatically the turbulent currents of 
the 20th century that have deeply in­ 
volved th is co un try w ith its 
revolutionary roots. 
At one pole is the continuing 
diplomatic recognition of Castro’s Cuba. 
Castro is coming to Mexico City in 
March to return President Echeverria s 
visit to Cuba last summer when he spent 
a week touring the island as Fidel’s 
guest. 
At the other pole is the nearly 40-year- 
old blackout of diplomatic relations with 
Madrid, although commerce was 
resumed on an informal basis. 
Right-wing critics call the government 
and its dominant party Communistic. 
Yet — and here is the paradox of this 
strange and beautiful land — some of the 
greatest private fortunes in the 
hemisphere have been accumulated 
here. 
As big. perhaps, as anywhere in the 
world, is the gulf between great wealth 
and even moderate middle-class comfort 
— and the latter is on the increase. 
Lopez Portilla speaks of this frankly 
when he discusses what promises to be 
one of the greatest difficulties he con­ 
fronts in his relations with the United 
States. That is the movement of the so- 
called “ illegals” across the border, es­ 
timated as high as a million a year. 
“ I have seen myself what this means," 
Lopez Portilla said. “ 1 have seen whole 
villages abandoned by those who have 
gone to seek help in the United States. 
This is what it means for an un­ 
derdeveloped country to live next to the 
richest and most powerful nation on 
earth.” 
It is a safety valve for Mexican un­ 
employment, and — far more important, 
underemployment — as Lopez Portilla 
says with great emphasis. There are 
millions of “ campesinos” who eke out a 
bare existence on inhospitable soil. 
As American protests grow against the 
burden of the illegal aliens in a time of 
recession, Lopez-Portilla’s answer is 
that Mexico must provide more jobs to 
keep her citizens employed at home and 
to encourage to return home those who 
have stolen across the border. 
But this ignores the profound forces 
that confront today’s world, diminishing 
the stature of even the boldest leaders. 
Foremost among these forces is the pop­ 
ulation explosion, which in virtually 
every underdeveloped country, threatens 
to wipe out the economic progress made 
since World War II and to leave hunger 
and even famine as the alternative. 
Mexico’s population increase of 3.5 per 
cent a year — some say it is even higher 
- is a stark reality that the new presi­ 
dent must face. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala 
- The 1972 
presidential trail led George C. Wallace 
from the Governor’s mansion in 
Alabama to the Holy Cross hospital in 
Maryland 
Before they wheeled him in for the 
emergency operation that saved his life, 
Wallace looked up at an attending physi­ 
cian and said: “ Doc­ 
tor, I must have been 
shot in the spine 
I 
can’t feel or move my 
legs.” 
Now, almost four 
years later, George 
Wallace is back on the 
presidential trail. But 
this time he’s in a 
wheelchair: for his 
diagnosis was correct. 
A bullet struck his 
spine and turned our 
most dogged presiden­ 
tial candidate into a paraplegic 
Should this handicap bar him from the 
White House? Wallace looks upon 
himself as a poor man’s Franklin D 
Roosevelt, who successfully governed 
the nation from a wheelchair. But polio 
left FDR merely with disabled legs; 
Arthur Bremer’s bullets left Wallace 
paralyzed from the waist down. 
The Governor and his doctors insist 
that the paralysis wouldn’t hamper him 
as President. “ If you can concede that a 
man can run the presidency from a 
wheelchair,” said one of his doctors, 
“ then Wallace can be President.” 
Echoed Wallace fiercely: “ I have not 
let my disability control me; I control 
it.” 
He controls it with a determination 
that has amazed his doctors. He has 
overcome most of the problems of 
paralysis. He shifts in his wheelchair 
periodically to avoid bedsores. He has 
learned to control his bowels. He works 
out with weights each morning. As one of 
the doctors who operated on him said: 
“ He’s one tough cookie.” 
Wallace conducts the business of 
Alabama from his wheelchair. He 
sometimes propels his wheelchair 
himself but usually for short distances 
only. Aides move him through the halls, 
hoist him into cars and bathrooms, prop 
him up for speeches, fetch things he is 
unable to reach. 
The Governor says he feels no pain 
from his paralysis. “ I have discomfort 
after a long time sitting in one position,” 
he told our associate Jim Grady, “ but no 
pain, no pain at all.” 
For awhile, Wallace took tegretol, a 
non-addictive, non-narcotic drug to ease 
his discomfort. He recently quit using 
the aspirin-like medicine. He smiled 
when he said: “ It don’t really do any 
good.” 
He watches his weight carefully, 


eating a light breakfast, often skipping 
lunch. His major meal of the day comes 
in the evening before he settles down for 
a night of phone calls. 
Between his exercises and his weight 
watching, Wallace is trimmer than many 
men who are not confined to a sedentary 
life. “ Physically,” he said, “ I can eat 
anything, drink anything I want.” 
Nevertheless, he leaves alcohol alone. 
The Governor describes himself as a 
teetotaler who had his last social drink in 
1947. “ Now,” he said, “ I don’t drink any 
wine, beer or hard spirits.” 
His greatest vice is smoking, but he in­ 
sists his doctors encouraged him to 
smoke. “ They’d come in the room and 
tell me, “ Hey, George, why don’t you 
have a cigar? When you gonna start 
cigars again?” 
This is one medical injunction that 
Wallace follows enthusiastically. 
Throughout the day, he puffs on La 
Corona No. 400 cigars, smoking them 
through a brown-and-black holder. “ But 
I don’t inhale,” he said with a grin, “ I 
just blow smoke.” 


He wears a hearing aid in his right ear 
to augment the bad hearing in his left 
ear. He often removes the earpiece when 
he talks on the phone and presses the 
receiver tightly to his right ear. Most 
visitors, especially strangers, must raise 
their voices when speaking to the Gover­ 
nor in order to be understood. 
The hearing aid is not connected to the 


black, horn-rimmed bifocals, which he 
also wears much of the time. 
The Governor traces his other health 
problems back to his World War II 
military service. A bout with spinal 
meningitis, coupled with combat fatigue, 
laid him low for a while. After the en­ 
counter, Wallace applied for and 
received a 10 per cent disability from the 
government for “ psychoneurosis.’’ He 
still receives government checks for this 
disability. 
Wallace insists, however, that he has 
no mental health problems. He cocked 
his head, flashed a grin and peered over 
the rims of his glasses. “ At least I ’ve got 
a 90 per cent OK rate,” he said. “ How 
many others can claim that?” 
The 56-year-old Wallace, according to 
his doctors, is in good overall health. But 
his disability both worries and frustrates 
him. because 1976 may be his last 
hurrah. He has announced that it will be 
his last presidential bid, and he cannot 
succeed himself as Governor after his 
term ends in 1979. 
The prospect of spending the rest of his 
life in a 22‘/j inch-wide wheelchair 
frustrates Wallace. “ My wife and I talk a 
lot about what I ’ll do when I’m through,” 
Wallace said, his voice dropping as he 
sagged slightly in his wheelchair. 
His brown eyes gazed into the dis­ 
tance. “ She wonders if she shouldn’t go 
back and get a teaching certificate or 
something. I ’m not sure what we’ll do. 
What can I do? I worry a lot about that.”

Gov. Brown’s appointments to the 
Educational Employment Review Board 
(EE R B ) which were announced last Fri­ 
day in Sacramento, apparently please 
some teachers. Named to the board are 
former assemblyman Ray Gonzales, 37, 
of Sacramento; Jerilou H. Cossack, 31, 
and Reginald H. Alleyne Jr., 43, both of 
Los Angeles. 
G onzales 
is 
a 
Chicano and formerly 
a professor with af­ 
filiations close to 
California Federation 
of Teachers (CFT) 
before his election to 
the Assembly. He was 
defeated for re- 
election in 1974 when 
he represented a 
Bakersfield district. 
In more recent times 
he was director of the 
state Office of Educational Liaison 
which was abolished Jan. 1. 
Cossack is a woman and is presently a 
supervising examiner in Los Angeles for 
the National Labor Relations Board 
(NLRB). 
Alleyne is a black attorney, a labor ar­ 
bitrator and law professor at UCLA and 
was nominated by Brown to be board 
chairman. Alleyne was one of the major 
speakers recently at an all-day seminar 
on the new collective bargaining law in 
Los Angeles. 
Some teachers say the appointments 
have inspired confidence in Gov. Brown, 
partially because of the background of 
the three members, but partially also 
because of the success of the farm labor 
board that came into being last year. 
Both the farm board and EER B are 
firsts in California. 
For those who don’t know, EER B will 
govern the implementation of the state’s 
first collective bargaining law for school 
employes. Each of the members gets 
$36,000 a year and a sum of money has 
been set aside for operation expenses. 
Presumably the board will begin to tool 
up for the crush of decisions that will be 
necessary after the April 1 certification 
date for exclusive bargaining represen­ 
tatives. 
Locally there is bound to be an election 
to determine which of the two teacher 
organizations has the majority of the 
work force of about 500. At the non­ 
teaching or classified section, an elec­ 
tion is also possible if the school board 
thinks it could get enough of the approx­ 
imate 300 workers to vote for no union at 
all. At the moment, however, the Clas­ 
sified School Employe Association has 
perhaps 86 per cent of the workers signed 
up. 
Certification of legitimate represen­ 
tatives and a determination of exclusive 
agents either by virtue of an election or 
without one will come after April 1. 
Finally on July 1, the Winton Act will 
close out a decade of checkered ex­ 
istence and give way to the full collective 
bargaining program. 
One of the things wrong with the 
Winton Act, and the author has said so 
publicly recently, is the “ meet and con­ 
fer” process which gives the school 
board the whip handle so to speak. 
Basically the Winton Act permitted 
school boards to act unilaterally, that is 
with or without employe approval. 
And for the first time the term, 
“ negotiation” comes into its own. In­ 
dividuals on both sides of the issue — 
school board and employe — have ex­ 
pressed optimism that the new law will 
bring real peace to the world of educa­ 
tion instead of the atmosphere of forced 
compliance that has existed since 1965.
